wasn't speaking 
specifically 
of 
eastern Europe but in more gen- 
eral terms, and his pungent com- 
ment provides an excellent defini-

tion of democracy. 


The secretary dcclard 
thai in 


liis view the basic issue today is 
"whelher or not men are to be 
left free lo organize their social, 
political and 
economic existence 


in accordance with their desires; 
or whelher Ihey are lo have their 
lives arranged and dictated for 
them by small groups of men who 
have arrogated to themselves this 
arbitrary power." 


That on thumb-nail is the problem 


of the subjugated countries of east- 
ern Europe. If I weren't personally 
acquainted 
with 
these 
peoples 


(which 1 am), history would pro 
vide ample evidence for the state 
ment that 
every one 
of them is 


prepared to risk life for freedom, 
as has oeen demonstrated through 
the centuries, going back even lo 
Ihe nuadlc ages. A lisl of 'their 
names reads like a baltleline for 
freedom: 
Finland, 
Poland, 
Ro 


mania, Bulgaria, Yugoslavia, Al 
bania, 
Hungary, 
Czechoslovakia 


(the last named not "subjugated" 
but witnm the Russian zone of in 
flucnce). 


All of them have felt the iron 


heel of Bolshevism, and a couple 
—Finland and Poland — have bit 
tor memories of Red assault. Tiny 
Finland was attacked

quered by mighty Soviet Russia in 
1939 and was forced to cede terri- 
tory to the Sovicl Union. Presidenl 
Roosevelt declared the Russian in- 
vasion was profound shock to tlit 
Unilcd States and jeopardized "the 
rights of mankind to self-govern- 
ment."

Congressman 
Must Pay 
Income Tax 


Lille Rock, Oct. 20 — (#>)— An 
Arkansas congressman is a resi- 
dent of the state for state income 
,ax 
purposes 
even though he 


spends more than six months of 
each year in Washington, the state 
supreme court declared today. 


The decision affirmed 
a 
judg- 


ment of the Sebastian circuit court 
n the case of Congressman Fadjo 
Cravens of Fort 
Smith 
against 
Stale Revenue Commissioner Otho 
A. Cook. The lower court had held 
Cravens liable for payment of state 
'ncome taxes for the years 1940-44, 
nclusivc. Cravens, 
representative 


of the fourth Arkansas congression- 
al district, said he brought the suit 
on behalf of many Arkansans em- 
ployed in Washington as a 
test 


The amount of tax claimed by 


.he revenue department was not 
questioned, 
Representative 
Crav- 
ens stipulating that .if th tax was 
due 
he 
amount 
claimed 
was 


proper. 
The Arkansas income lax act de- 


tines a resident as "any person 
domiciled in the state of Arkansas 
and any other person who main- 
tains a permanent place, of abode 
and spends in the aggregate more 
than six months of the taxable year 
within the state." 


Cravens contended that he and 


many 
Arkansans 
employed 
in 


Washingon, although 
legal 
resi- 


dcnls o£ Arkansas, mainlained a 
"place of abode" in Ihe 
national 


capital, 
spend 
more 
than six 


months of each tax year there and 
earn no part of their income with- 
in the state, and, thus, wihin he 
meaning of the income lax acl are 
non-residents for income tax pur- 
poses. 


It was stipulated that Cravens 


was a qualified elector of Sebas- 
tian county, lhat he did no main- 
ain a olace of abode in Arkansas, 
but that when "Congress is not in 
session, he somelimes returns to 
Arkansas and remains there until 
llic nexl Congress convenes." 


The supreme courl held, how- 


ever, that "the words 'place of 
abode' as used in Ihis (income lax) 
acl means something more than a 
place of temporary sojourning, and 
that they imply a degree of perma- 
nence that did not allacfi lo ap- 
pellan s (Cravens) 
slay in Wash- 
ingon."

Food Storage 
Aids Family 
Economy 


Storage of vegetables, fruits, and 
meats for home use is economy for 
farm families, says Miss Mary Dix. 
on, home demonstralion agent. Too, 
an adequate supply of food is a 
satisfaction to homemakers, 
who 


know that the health and happi 
ness of their families depend upon 


To help Hempstead county farm 


families provide the various kinds 
of food they need to be well fed 
information on proper storage hai 
been prepared and is available a 
the county Extension office on the 
first floor of the courthouse. 


At least one fresh green vegeta- 


ble should be provided, every day, 
the home demonstration agent ex- 
plains.

Storage for canned and dried

More permanent storage can be 


provided for canned and 
fresh 


foods by following Etxension Plan 
Series No. 1,

made Storm-and Storage Cellars." 


A cool, dark, dry place should 


be provided for dried fruits. Fruit 
should be thoroughly dried, then 
heated tp kill any insects or insect 
e'ggs which might be pre'sent, be- 
fore storing. Directions for storing 
dried fruits are among informa- 
tion available. 


Dried beans and peas should be 


thoroughly dry and treated to pre- 
vent weevils before storing. They 
can be stored in fruit jars or 
hung in bags in a cool, dry, well- 
ventilated place, the home demon- 
stration agent states. 


Cured meat and lard should be 


stored in a dark, cool, well-venti- 
lated place. Lard should be cov- 
ered lightly as exposure to air 
and light causes it to become ran- 
cid. 


Due to the shortage of work 
clothes, many women miners in 
Senftenberg, in the Russian zone 
of Germany, work barefooted.

Miss .Dixon urges all Hempstead 


county farm families to practice 
the following 10 safety rules for 
chimneys and flues: 


1. Check 
all 
chimneys 
for 


cracks and uneccssary openinsg. 


2. Seal cracks and clashe all un- 


iccessary openings . in chimneys 
and flues. 


3. Provide metal flue stops for 


unused chimney openings. 


4. Discard all badly rusted slovc 


pipes. Replace wilh new piping. 


5. Keep flues 
and 
chimneys 
clean. 


G. Increase height of chimneys 


.f they do not clear the highest 
joint of Ihe roof by at least two 
feet. 


7. Build 
flues 
and 
chimneys 


from the ground up. Use only 
brick or stone. 


8. Build chimney directly 
on 


flue liners laid on firm earth. Use 
thick walls, laying brick on side 
-not on edge. 
8. Protect wood parts of building 


from chimnel with asbeslos. 


10. Use flue liners. If a chim- 


ney or flue is used for more lhan 
one stove, inslall a flue liner for 
each slove. 


"Many disaslrous fires will be 


avoided if 
home owners check, 


clean and repair chimneys 
and 


flues," says Miss Dixon, "before 
snappy, fall days call for heal in 
Ihe house."

Ken- 
neth B. Smith, 33, of Boise, Ida., 
said today they pleaded with him 
by radio to use his parachute, but 
that he plunged to a flaming death 
in his P-47 Thunderbolt rather than 
let the unguided plane crash-.into 
this town's residential section. 


Smith made Ihe snap judgment 


yesterday with the cool decision he 
had used to bring down six Ger- 
mans during his 126 missions as a 
World War II combat pilot. 


The three pilots who were flying 


behind the major at 9,000 feet on 
a routine mission from Dow Field, 
Bangor, Me., said a puff of black 
smoke suddenly burst 
from 
the 


engine of his plane, the craft sloped 
into a dive and began to spin. 


Calling to him by radio, his three 


wingmates pleaded with him to use 
his parachute and jump to safety. 
They received no response. Smith 
obviously was too busy struggling 
with the conlrols, for Ihe plane be 
gan lo come oul of Ihe spin as it 
plunged earthward toward the cen- 
ter of the town.

eral terms, and his pungent com- 
ment provides an excellent defini-

tion of democracy. 


The secretary dcclard 
thai in 


liis view the basic issue today is 
"whelher or not men are to be 
left free lo organize their social, 
political and 
economic existence 


in accordance with their desires; 
or whelher Ihey are lo have their 
lives arranged and dictated for 
them by small groups of men who 
have arrogated to themselves this 
arbitrary power." 


That on thumb-nail is the problem 


of the subjugated countries of east- 
ern Europe. If I weren't personally 
acquainted 
with 
these 
peoples 


(which 1 am), history would pro 
vide ample evidence for Ihe state 
ment that 
every one 
of them is 


prepared to risk life for freedom, 
as has oeen demonstrated through 
the centuries, going back even lo 
Ihe nuadlc ages. A lisl of 'their 
names reads like a baltleline for 
freedom: 
Finland, 
Poland, 
Ro 


mania, Bulgaria, Yugoslavia, Al 
bania, 
Hungary, 
Czechoslovakia 


(the last named not "subjugated" 
but witnm the Russian zone of in 
flucnce). 


All of them have felt the iron 


heel of Bolshevism, and a couple 
—Finland and Poland — have bit 
tor memories of Red assault. Tiny 
Finland was attacked 
and 
con 


quered by mighty Soviet Russia in 
1939 and was forced to cede terri- 
tory to the Sovicl Union. Presidenl 
Roosevelt declared the Russian in- 
vasion was profound shock to tlit 
Unilcd States and jeopardized "the 
rights of mankind to self-govern- 
ment."

Congressman 
Must Pay 
Income Tax 


Lille Rock, Oct. 20 — (#>)— An 
Arkansas congressman is a resi- 
dent of the state for state income 
,ax 
purposes 
even though he 


spends more than six months of 
each year in Washington, the state 
supreme court declared today. 


The decision affirmed

judg- 


ment of the Sebastian circuit court 
n the case of Congressman Fadjo 
Cravens of Fort 
Smith 
against 
Stale Revenue Commissioner Otho 
A. Cook. The lower court had held 
Cravens liable for payment of state 
'ncome taxes for the years 1940-44, 
nclusivc. Cravens, 
representative 


of the fourth Arkansas congression- 
al district, said he brought the suit 
on behalf of many Arkansans em- 
ployed in Washington as a 
test 


The amount of tax claimed by 


.he revenue department was not 
questioned, 
Representative 
Crav- 
ens stipulating that .if th tax was 
due 
he 
amount 
claimed 
was 


proper. 
The Arkansas income lax act de- 


tines a resident as "any person 
domiciled in the state of Arkansas 
and any other person who main- 
tains a permanent place, of abode 
and spends in the aggregate more 
than six months of the taxable year 
within the state." 


Cravens contended that he and 


many 
Arkansans 
employed 
in 


Washingon, although 
legal 
resi- 


dcnls o£ Arkansas, mainlained a 
"place of abode" in Ihe 
national 


capital, 
spend 
more 
than six 


months of each tax year there and 
earn no part of their income with- 
in the state, and, thus, wihin he 
meaning of the income lax acl are 
non-residents for income tax pur- 
poses. 


It was stipulated that Cravens 


was a qualified elector of Sebas- 
tian county, lhat he did no main- 
ain a olace of abode in Arkansas, 
but that when "Congress is not in 
session, he somelimes returns to 
Arkansas and remains there until 
llic nexl Congress convenes." 


The supreme courl held, how- 


ever, that "the words 'place of 
abode' as used in Ihis (income lax) 
acl means something more than a 
place of temporary sojourning, and 
that they imply a degree of perma-

Directions for storing 
dried fruits are among informa- 
tion available. 


Dried beans and peas should be 


thoroughly dry and treated to pre- 
vent weevils before storing. They 
can be stored in fruit jars or 
hung in bags in a cool, dry, well- 
ventilated place, the home demon- 
stration agent states. 


Cured meat and lard should be 


stored in a dark, cool, well-venti- 
lated place. Lard should be cov- 
ered lightly as exposure to air 
and light causes it to become ran- 
cid.

and flues. 


3. Provide metal flue stops for 


unused chimney openings. 


4. Discard all badly rusted slovc 


pipes. Replace wilh new piping. 


5. Keep flues 
and 
chimneys 
clean. 


G. Increase height of chimneys 


.f they do not clear the highest 
joint of Ihe roof by at least two 
feet. 


7. Build 
flues 
and 
chimneys 


from the ground up. Use only 
brick or stone. 


8. Build chimney directly 
on 


flue liners laid on firm earth. Use 
thick walls, laying brick on side 
-not on edge. 
8. Protect wood parts of building 


from chimnel with asbeslos. 


10. Use flue liners. If a chim- 


ney or flue is used for more lhan 
one stove, inslall a flue liner for 
each slove.

Smith made Ihe snap judgment 


yesterday with the cool decision he 
had used to bring down six Ger- 
mans during his 126 missions as a 
World War II combat pilot. 


The three pilots who were flying 


behind the major at 9,000 feet on 
a routine mission from Dow Field, 
Bangor, Me., said a puff of black 
smoke suddenly burst 
from 
the 


engine of his plane, the craft sloped 
into a dive and began to spin.

have arrogated to themselves this 
arbitrary power." 


That on thumb-nail is the problem

prepared to risk life for freedom, 
as has oeen demonstrated through 
the centuries, going back even lo 
Ihe nuadlc ages.

Congressman 
Must Pay 
Income Tax

Arkansas congressman is a resi- 
dent of the state for state income

spends more than six months of 
each year in Washington, the state 
supreme court declared today. 


The decision affirmed 
a 
judg- 


ment of the Sebastian circuit court 
n the case of Congressman Fadjo 
Cravens of Fort 
Smith 
against 
Stale Revenue Commissioner Otho 
A. Cook. The lower court had held 
Cravens liable for payment of state 
'ncome taxes for the years 1940-44, 
nclusivc. Cravens, 
representative 


of the fourth Arkansas congression- 
al district, said he brought the suit 
on behalf of many Arkansans em- 
ployed in Washington as a 
test 


The amount of tax claimed by 


.he revenue department was not 
questioned, 
Representative 
Crav- 
ens stipulating that .if th tax was 
due 
he 
amount 
claimed 
was 


proper. 
The Arkansas income lax act de- 


tines a resident as "any person 
domiciled in the state of Arkansas 
and any other person who main- 
tains a permanent place, of abode 
and spends in the aggregate more 
than six months of the taxable year 
within the state." 


Cravens contended that he and 


many 
Arkansans 
employed 
in 


Washingon, although 
legal 
resi-

They 
can be stored in fruit jars or 
hung in bags in a cool, dry, well- 
ventilated place, the home demon- 
stration agent states. 


Cured meat and lard should be 


stored in a dark, cool, well-venti- 
lated place. Lard should be cov- 
ered lightly as exposure to air 
and light causes it to become ran- 
cid.

Smith made Ihe snap judgment 


yesterday with the cool decision he 
had used to bring down six Ger- 
mans during his 126 missions as a 
World War II combat pilot. 


The three pilots who were flying 


behind the major at 9,000 feet on 
a routine mission from Dow Field, 
Bangor, Me., said a puff of black 
smoke suddenly burst 
from

engine of his plane, the craft sloped 
into a dive and began to spin. 


Calling to him by radio, his three

Congressman

Arkansas congressman is a resi- 
dent of the state for state income

supreme court declared today. 


The decision affirmed

judg- 


ment of the Sebastian circuit court 
n the case of Congressman Fadjo 
Cravens of Fort 
Smith 
against 
Stale Revenue Commissioner Otho 
A. Cook. The lower court had held 
Cravens liable for payment of state 
'ncome taxes for the years 1940-44, 
nclusivc. Cravens, 
representative 


of the fourth Arkansas congression- 
al district, said he brought the suit 
on behalf of many Arkansans em- 
ployed in Washington as a 
test 


The amount of tax claimed by 


.he revenue department was not 
questioned, 
Representative 
Crav- 
ens stipulating that .if th tax was 
due 
he 
amount 
claimed 
was 


proper. 
The Arkansas income lax act de- 


tines a resident as "any person 
domiciled in the state of Arkansas 
and any other person who main- 
tains a permanent place, of abode 
and spends in the aggregate more 
than six months of the taxable year 
within the state." 


Cravens contended that he and 


many 
Arkansans 
employed 
in 


Washingon, although 
legal 
resi- 


dcnls o£ Arkansas, mainlained a 
"place of abode" in Ihe 
national 


capital, 
spend 
more 
than six 


months of each tax year there and 
earn no part of their income with- 
in the state, and, thus, wihin he 
meaning of the income lax acl are 
non-residents for income tax pur- 
poses.

.f they do not clear the highest 
joint of Ihe roof by at least two 
feet. 


7. Build 
flues 
and 
chimneys 


from the ground up. Use only 
brick or stone. 


8. Build chimney directly 
on 


flue liners laid on firm earth. Use 
thick walls, laying brick on side 
-not on edge. 
8. Protect wood parts of building 


from chimnel with asbeslos.

Ken- 
neth B. Smith, 33, of Boise, Ida., 
said today they pleaded with him 
by radio to use his parachute, but 
that he plunged to a flaming death 
in his P-47 Thunderbolt rather than 
let the unguided plane crash-.into 
this town's residential section. 


Smith made Ihe snap judgment 


yesterday with the cool decision he 
had used to bring down six Ger- 
mans during his 126 missions as a 
World War II combat pilot. 


The three pilots who were flying 


behind the major at 9,000 feet on 
a routine mission from Dow Field, 
Bangor, Me., said a puff of black 
smoke suddenly burst 
from 
the 


engine of his plane, the craft sloped 
into a dive and began to spin. 


Calling to him by radio, his three 


wingmates pleaded with him to use 
his parachute and jump to safety. 
They received no response. Smith 
obviously was too busy struggling 
with the conlrols, for Ihe plane be 
gan lo come oul of Ihe spin as it 
plunged earthward toward the cen- 
ter of the town.

al district, said he brought the suit 
on behalf of many Arkansans em- 
ployed in Washington as a 
test 


The amount of tax claimed by

questioned,

proper. 
The Arkansas income lax act de- 


tines a resident as "any person 
domiciled in the state of Arkansas 
and any other person who main- 
tains a permanent place, of abode 
and spends in the aggregate more 
than six months of the taxable year 
within the state." 


Cravens contended that he and

.f they do not clear the highest 
joint of Ihe roof by at least two 
feet. 


7. Build 
flues 
and 
chimneys

8. Protect wood parts of building

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Russia Calls for 
a Solid Front 
Against U.S. 


By The Associated Press 
Moscow unleashed a new anti- 
American blast today in which An- 
drei Aleksandrovitch Zhdanov, im- 
portant member of the all-powerful 
.folitbureau, lined up the nations 
of the world into "democratic and 
imperialist camps" and sounded a 
call for a solid front against the 
United States. 


Zhdanov called for "no appease- 
ment" in his speech to the Poland 
conference which developed 
the 
nine-nation Communist information 
oureau recently. The address was 
published today for the first time 
oy the Soviet Press. 
His long critique of the interna- 
tional situation appeared to be a 
Soviet answer to tne Marshall plan, 
for he offered a blueprint for 'Eu- 
ropean cooperation and 
declared 
ouiright that "the U.S.S.R. will put1 
out ail efforts in seeing that the 
Marshall plan is not realized." 
Zhdanov was the Soviet delegate 
to tne cominform meeting at which 
the intention to' fignt me Marsnau 
plan was announced. 
-i 
"As tne Munich policy in 
the 
past untied Hitler's hands ior ag- 
gression, so concessions to the new 
coarse of the United States and the 
imperialist camp can only make its 
mspirers more 
impertinent 
and 
aggressive," Zhdanov declared. 
^ndanov placed the Soviet Union 
at the head of the "anti-imperial- 
ist" camp. In this he listed tne na- 
tions in tne Soviet sphere of influ- 
ence, the Indonesian republic, the 
Viet-Nam republic in 
Indochina, 
and, 
as 
"sympathetic," 
India, 
Egypt and Syria. 


Un the other side he placed the 
United States, w.ith Britain 
and 
France as allies, Belgium, 
Hol- 


land, Greece, Turkey, "and 
the 
countries of the Near East, South 
America and China." 


Publication of Zhdanov's analy- 
sis followed quickly the break by 
two South American nations — Bra- 
zil and Chile — of diplomatic rela- 
tions with the Soviet Union. Chile 
also broke relations with Czecho- 
slovakia. 


In 
Prague, 
a 
foreign 
office 
spokesman expressed surprise that 
unile had broken relations 
with 
Czechoslovakia, and surmised 
it 
could "only be because 
of 
our 
friendship with Russia." 


In Panama, the Star, an English 
language newspaper, 
said

low the lead of Brazil and Chile 
in breaking relations'. --with- Russia 
because of provocations from Mos- 
cow.

. Zhdanov, -who often has 
been 
mentioned as a possible successor 
to Prime Minister Stalin, told the 
Poland 
conference 
the 
United 
States was trying to get out of 
wartime agreements in order 
to 
dominate other nations and 
that 
the American "expansionist

gram" was reminiscent of Fascist 
aggression. 


He urged European nations 
to 
cooperate regardless 
of 
whether 


they are capitalistic or communist- 
ic, to develop trade on a reciprocal 
basis through treaties similar 
to 
those involved between the Soviet 
Union 
and 
eastern 
European 
states, and to adopt a united front 
against American attempts to im- 
pose "slave conditions." 


He said the Soviet Union could 
cooperate indefinitely on this basis 
witn European nations, regardless 
of their system 
of 
government, 
adding that "Soviet foreign policy 
is oriented on the fact of the co- 
existence of two systems— the cap- 
italistic and socialistic — for a pe- 
riod long duration.

Food Group to 
Decide Poultry 
Issue Today 


Washington, Oct. 22 — (/P)— The 


Ctizens Food Committee 
decides 
today whether to call off poultry* 
less Thursday. 


Chairman Charles Luckman as- 
sembled his seven-member execu- 
tive committee for an afternoon 
meeting to weigh a "final offer" 
from the poultry and feed indus- 
tries to save grain for Europe in 
other ways. 


Luckman himself was 
reported 
leaning toward the plan but com- 
mittee officials said the decision 
would be left up to the executive 
body. 


The 
proposal 
pledges specific 
savings of 1C,BOO,000 
bushels 
of 
jrain from November through Jan- 
uary by culling out poultry flocks 
and reducing the number of chicks 
natcncd. It forecasts another 16,- 
300,000-bushel saving through 
an 


industry-wide 
feed 
conservation 
drive. 


The plan has been presented to 
President Truman's cabinet food 
committee 
for 
"appraisal 
and 
analysis." 


The new grain-saving proposal 
submitted to Luckman's executive 
committee contains these 
major 
provisions: 


1. A 25 per cent cut in the pro- 
duction of "broiler chicks"—chick- 
ens which are hatched and readied 
for market as broilers or fryers in 
90 days — from the level of No- 
ember, ,December and January of 
a year ago. The National Poultry 
Producers 
Federation 
estimated 
this would save 3,000,000 bushels of 
grain by January 1 and another 3 - 
000,000 by April 1. The federation 
promised to call meetings of broil- 
er producers within ten days and 
obtain such a pledge. 


2. A reduction of at least 100,- 


000,000 birds in the country's poul- 
try flucks by January 1. This would 
include the culling out of "stew- 
ing chickens" which are poor egg 
producers. It should provide 
ac- 


cumulated 
savings of 
10,800,000 
bushels of feed grains, the federa- 
tion said. 


3. A nledge by feed manufactur- 
ers and dealers to avoid use of 
wheat better than No. 5 grade — 
in other 
words, wheat 
fit 
for 
human consumption — in feed mix- 
lures "during this emergency pe- 
riod." 


4. A drive to induce poultryrnen 
to cut their 1948 flocks by 20 per 
cent from this year's levels, as re- 
quested by the 
Agriculture 
De- 
partment, at a saving of 6,000,000 
bushels of grain in the first 90 d^y 


5. A guarantee of "full support 


in a grain conservation drive 
on 
the country's 500.000 poultry farms, 
with the goal of saving 10.000.0QC 
bushels of feed grains in the nejfl 
thr«e months.-
